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THE ORIGIN AND RESULTS, &c. 



The investigations which had their origin in 
the diversity of Gauge existing in this country, 
were the means of first introducing the Rail- 
way Clearing House to the notice of the public. 
Its existence was previously unknown except 
to persons in immediate connection with the 
Railway Companies, by which it had been 
established, and its real nature and objects are 
still very imperfectly understood beyond that 
circle. 

It was stated, for example, in evidence, 
before the Gauge Commissioners, that "the 
" Clearing House system is simply a business- 
'^ like way of ascertaining where the carriages 
'* are — It is a very business-like mode of 



** ascertaining the amount of stock that has 
*^ run upon the different Lines, and balancing ac- 
" counts as to that"* — *'That there are frequent 
** changes of passengers going by the different 
*' Lines, even on the Birmingham Line, at 
" Rugby"— ^^ That it is inevitable that for 
'* economy, convenience, and every other 
" thing else, a change must be made there" — 
That *' with regard to goods, it is as strikingly 
" the case as with regard to passengers, that 
^* at those places wherever many '' Lines 
** converge, there must, to a great extent, be 
'^ a re-assortment of goods" — That ''it is the 
** practice on existing Railways, at Birming- 
'* ham for instance.'* f 

As this evidence was given on very imper- 
fect information by witnesses whose opinions 
on all subjects relating to Railways have 
deservedly great weight, it is deemed expe-

dient to publish a concise account of the origin, 
objects, and extent of the Clearing arrange- 
ments, in order to remove the erroneous im- 
pressions which the statements, just quoted, are 
calculated to impart. 

No sooner had the Railways which extend 
from London to Liverpool been completed and 
connected in 1838, than it became evident that 
arrangements must be adopted to facilitate the 
passage of the through traffic at the points 
where the three Railways joined. It was found 
that not only must passengers be permitted to 
perform any journey within the limits to which 
continuous communication by Railway extend- 
ed, without being required to change their 
carriage, but that a similar principle must 
pervade the arrangements for working every 
description of through traffic if the public were 
to be conciliated, and the resources of the Rail- 
way system developed to their full extent. 

The expediency of taking this course in 
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relation to the through traflSc became still more 
evident at a subsequent period, when the chain 
of Railways, which connect the metropolis and 
York, was opened throughout. 

On both occasions, the Directors of the 
respective Railways yielded to the necessities 
of their position ; and endeavoured to comply 
with the wishes of the public as far as the 
incomplete state of the works at the opening 
of the Lines permitted, and thus originated 
what has been since termed the Clearing 
System. 

The system in the simple form in which 
it was first reduced to practice, produced 
unforeseen results, the tendency of which was 
to create dissensions between the Companies, 
and to prove injurious to their interests. 

In the first place, the methods of keeping 
accounts adopted by the several Railway Com- 
panies were in no two cases exactly similar ; 



and this diversity of system caused much diffi- 
culty and confusion when the accounts came 
to be compared for the purpose of effecting a 
settlement. Long delays occurred, and much 
angry correspondence, not unfrequently passed 
between the Managers, before payment of the 
sums due by one Company to the other, could 
be obtained. In the next place, although all 
the connected Companies had entered into an 
agreement to render accurate returns of the 
use they respectively made of one another's 
carriages and waggons, and to pay a fixed rate 
per mile, for whatever distance they ran — still 
the conditions of the agreement, were from the 
first, very imperfectly fulfilled, and some of the 
Companies came in the end to make an unac- 
knowledged use of the carriages and waggons 
of others to an extent which amounted to a 
positive grievance. 

It was while the measures best adapted for 
obviating these admitted evils were under con- 
sideration, that it occurred, about the same 
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time, to Mr. Robert Stephenson and the pre- 
sent Manager of the Railway Clearing House, 
that a Central Office constituted on the prin- 
ciple of the City Clearing House would furnish 
the remedy sought. When the idea was sug- 
gested to Mr. Glyn, he saw, at a glance, its 
practical bearing, lent the whole weight- of his 
great influence to procure its being realized in 
practice, and was mainly instrumental in ac- 
complishing that object. 

Mr. Hudson likewise gave the proposed 
establishment his powerful support; and both 
Mr. Creed and Capt. Laws entered warmly 
into the plan, and took an active part in 
removing the objections which the superior 
officers of some of the Railways at first enter- 
tained to the system. 

But, notwithstanding the influence and efforts 
of the gentlemen just named, a considerable 
period elapsed before every obstacle was 
removed, and every arrangement completed. 
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Finally, however, on the 2nd January, 1842, 
the system of the Railway Clearing House 
came into operation on the Railways extending 
from London to Darlington in one direction, 
and from Manchester to Hull in another. It 
was adopted at subsequent periods by the 
Companies whose Railways extend from Dar- 
lington to Carlisle, Sunderland, Hartlepool, 
and Scarborough; and from Birmingham to 
Gloucester, Birkenhead, Liverpool, Fleetwood, 
Lancajster and Manchester And in a few 
months it will be in force on all the Railways 
included in the area defined by a Line passing 
from London through Gloucester, Liverpool, 
Fleetwood, and Glasgow, to Edinburgh ; — and 
returning by Berwick, Newcastle, Scarborough, 
Hull, Yarmouth, and Cambridge, to the Me- 
tropolis, or in other words on all the narrow 
gauge Railways in Great Britain lying North 
of the Thames, with the exception of the few 
short Lines which are beyond the limits of the 
area just described. 

B 
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The main principles of the system thus 
widely diffused, are, jirsty that passengers shall 
be booked through at all principal stations, 
and conveyed to their destination without 
change of carriage ;^ — that horses and cattle 
shall likewise be sent through without change 
of conveyance, and that goods shall, in the 
same way, be carried through without being 
either shifted or re-assorted. Secondljfy that 
the Companies respectively shall pay a fixed 
rate per mile, for such carriages and waggons 
not their own property, as they may use ; and 
a further sum per day by way of fine or 
demurrage for detention, if kept beyond a pre- 
scribed length of time : and, lastly y that no 
direct settlement shall take place between the 
Companies in respect of any traffic, the ac- 
counts of which have passed through the 
Railway Clearing House. 

These are the fundamental principles of the 
Clearing system, and though the regulations 
based on them are occasionally deviated from. 



L . 
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the portion of traffic subjected to such devia- 
tion is insignificant when compared with the 
immense extent of the traffic in relation to 
which the regulations are strictly observed. 
That these regulations are departed from at 
all, is the result less of necessity than of 
defective arrangements which invariably dis* 
appear when the traffic reaches a point that 
compels the application of a remedy. The re* 
arrangement of trains, which in the evidence 
already referred to, is represented as indis- 
pensable at the points at which Railways con- 
verge, is never adopted in practice; on the 
contrary, the main design of the Clearing 
arrangements is to prevent recourse being had 
to a plan which, as is well known to practical 
men, would act as a serious impediment, and 
cause great delay and confusion. It is true 
that re-assortment of goods does take place to 
a limited extent at one or two points of con- 
vergence; but at the greater number of such 
places such an operation is never known to 
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occur, and never will occur to any extent, 
because the expense, the loss of time, and the 
damage to the load which it necessarily in- 
volves, will prevent its being resorted to, if it 
can by possibility be avoided. In short, the 
tendency of the Clearing arrangements is, and 
judging from what they have already accom- 
plished, their ultimate result will be, to give 
to all the connected Railways of Great Britain, 
as far as regards the working of the through 
traffic, the character of one concern, conducted 
on a uniform system, the chief aim of the 
system being to prevent delay or disturbance 
of the load during the journey. 

The portion of the Clearing system which 
relates to the settlement of accounts, con- 
sists of arrangements, which are simple in cha- 
racter, and capable of unlimited extension. 
From each of the Clearing House Stations 
there are sent daily to the Central Office in 
London : — 
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1. A return of the passengers booked 

through. 

2. A return of the horses, private car- 

riages, and cattle booked through. 

3. A return of the parcels booked through. 

4. A return of all the carriages, waggons, 

&c., which have arrived or been dis- 
patched, either loaded or empty. 

Along with these returns are sent all the 
through tickets collected, and all the parcels' 
way-bills received during the day. 

From the returns thus transmitted, after they 
have been examined, compared, and analyzed, 
other returns are drawn up in the Railway 
Clearing House, and forwarded to the respec- 
tive Companies in a form which admits of their 
being verified by the parties receiving them, and 
exhibiting in detail the portion of the receipts 
of the through traffic to which each Company 
is entitled, and the liabilities it has incurred by 
using the carriages and waggons of others. 
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The final settlement of the accounts is 
effected by the Railway Clearing House pay- 
ing, or receiving the balances as the case may 
be, through the hands of the bankers who act 
as agents in London to the several Companies. 
In this way all the transactions of one Com- 
pany, with all the other Companies, amounting 
frequently to many thousand pounds per week, 
are cleared weekly, by the remittance of a sum 
seldom exceeding a few hundred pounds. 

The Railway Clearing House is under the 
control of a Committee, composed of the Chair- 
men of all the Railway Companies who are 
parties to the Clearing arrangements. The 
Committee holds two General Meetings in the 
course of the year, and Special Meetings as 
often as there may be occasion. The resolutions 
of the Committee are passed in the form of 
recommendations to the Companies, to adopt 
the measures proposed, and have no force until 
they obtain the confirmation of the respective 
Boards of Directors. 
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The expense of maintaining the Establish- 
ment is divided rateably among the Companies, 
in the ratio of the extent of business transacted 
for each, after a fixed sum has been first carried 
to the debit of each Company, for each of its 
stations, from' which accounts are sent to the 
Clearing House. 

It will not be out of place here to notice a 
few of the more remarkable effects which have 
proceeded from the Clearing system since the 
Railway Clearing House was instituted, and 
to advert to some objects not yet included in 
its arrangements, but for which it may be made 
available. 

Reference was made in the foregoing part 
of these observations to the difficulties which, 
in the first stage of the Clearing system, 
retarded the settlement of the accounts of the 
through traffic, and to the asperities which 
found their way into the correspondence of 
parties, each of whom believed himself right.

and whose pecuniary interests might possibly 
be affected by a contrary admission. This 
fruitful source of dissension and ill-will has 
been removed, and whatever slight differences 
do now occasionally arise, are adjtisted without 
difficulty by the intervention of the Railway 
Clearing House. Allusion was also made to 
the practice of making an extensive use of 
carriages and waggons without acknowledg- 
ment, which had grown into a serious evil. 
The means which are possessed in the Railway 
Clearing House, of tracing each vehicle from 
the moment it leaves the parent Line until it 
returns to it, and of obtaining payment of the 
sums in which the Railway Companies become 
reciprocally indebted under the regulations of 
mileage and demurrage, soon checked, and has 
now put a complete stop to this practice. 
Further, the large sums which many of the 
Companies found themselves under the necessity 
of paying when these regulations came to be 
strictly enforced, induced them to add to the 
number of the Railway vehicles which they 
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previously possessed. The larger number of 
the Companies on whose Lines the Clearing 
system is in operation, have now a sufficient 
number of the various kinds of conveyances 
required for working Railway traffic; and those 
Companies whose stock is still inadequate to 
their wants, are rapidly supplying the defi- 
ciency. The value of the large accumulation 
on the connected Railways, of carriages, wag- 
gons, and other vehicles, which thus resulted 
from the Clearing arrangements, was fully 
appreciated last year, when the great augmen- 
tation of nearly every description of through 
traffic, which rapidly took place, would have 
seriously embarrassed the executive depart- 
ments of the several Companies, had they not, 
as regards their carrymg stock, been so well 
prepared. 

In estimating the advantage of the system 
under consideration, it would be a great over- 
sight if no notice were taken of the beneficial 
results which flow from the occasional meet- 
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ings of gentlemen whose position at their 
respective boards is the best proof of their 
influence. At these meetings there is generally 
present a number of the superior officers of the 
several Companies. The large amount of prac- 
tical knowledge which is thus brought to the 
discussion of whatever questions may be under 
review, and the opportunities of mutual expla- 
nations which are afforded, have often the very 
best effects, in clearing up misconceptions, in 
reconciling differences, and in leading to the 
adoption of measures which have frequently an 
important bearing on the interests both of the 
Railway body and of the public. 

But the great, the crowning achievement of 
the Clearing system is the facility, the economy, 
and the expedition with which it enables the 
Railway Companies to work the through traffic. 
The exceptional cases in which the Clearing 
regulations are infringed, demonstrate more 
clearly their value and importance, for when- 
ever such infringement takes place, public 
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dissatisfaction is excited, and the development 
of the traffic is checked. One needs but to 
reflect on the incalculable benefits which the 
proprietors of great undertakings derive from 
concentration of management and unity of 
system, to be convinced of the utility of an 
institution, the object and tendency of which is, 
to promote and establish uniformity of arrange- 
ments on the great net-work of British Rail- 
ways, and to impose a check on the disposition 
to introduce diversities of system, which from 
some motive or other the managers of Railways 
have not unfrequently evinced — In fact the 
advantages of the Clearing system, in relation 
to the influence which Railways exert on all 
the great national interests, cannot be over- 
estimated. It had its origin, as has been 
shown, in the desire of Railway Companies 
to promote their own interests, in the only way 
in which they can be effectually promoted, or 
placed in a position of permanent security; that 
is, by consulting public opinion. It has grown 
with the growth of the Railway system, — and 
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unless the public accommodation be restricted, 
and the exigencies of the commercial, manu- 
facturing, and agricultural interests disregarded, 
it must advance to the limits to which con- 
tinuous communication by Railway extends. 

It will suffice to advert briefly to the objects 
not yet included in the Clearing arrangements, 
for which they may be made available. 

By a simple and inexpensive plan they may 
be applied to the recovery and restoration of 
lost luggage. According to the proposed plan, 
the owner of luggage, lost within the limits to 
which the Clearing System reaches, would have 
simply to apply to the Central Office in London, 
where his instructions would be taken as to the 
mode of returning the luggage if found ; or from 
which inquiries would be addressed to the 
proper parties with the view of tracing it, if it 
had not been previously reported. 

Hitherto the accounts of the through traffic 
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in goods have not been passed through the 
Railway Clearing House, because the traffic is 
almost entirely in the hands of the established 
carriers, who settle their accounts with each 
Company separately and directly. But when 
the period arrives, and it is believed to be 
rapidly approaching, when all Railway Com- 
panies will themselves become carriers of goods, 
and when an uniform scale of charges will have 
been adopted throughout the kingdom; ^then 
these accounts may be subjected to the process 
of examination and adjustment pursued in the 
Railway Clearing House, with as great ease and 
regularity as any other division of Railway 
accounts. 

The reader may remember, it was stated 
that the portiou of the Clearing arrangements 
which relates to the settlement of accounts, 
may be expanded indefinitely. So true is this, 
that passengers may, when the opportunity 
offers, be booked through, not only between all 
the towns in the United Kingdom, which may 
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possess the advantages of communication by 
Railway, but between those towns, and all the 
larger towns on the Continent, which may be 
equally fortunate, the Railway Clearing House 
being in both cases the medium of commu- 
nication between Companies, and the channel 
through which a settlement of accounts will 
be effected. 

Another most important purpose for which 
the Clearing arrangements may be more exten- 
sively used than they are at present, is the 
collection and arrangement of- statistical infor- 
mation on all the points in the Railway system 
regarding which jt is of moment that such infor- 
mation should exist in an authentic form. 

Finally, it has been suggested that the prin- 
ciple of centralization involved in the Clearing 
arrangements^ might be extended with advan- 
tage to matters bearing exclusively on the 
private interests of Railway Companies, such 
as the supply of carrying stock; but this is a 
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question too large and complex to enter on 
here, especially as such a course would in no 
way promote the design with which this brief 
account of the Clearing system is presented to 
the public. 

In conclusion, it remains to invite attention 
to the Tables of the Through Traffic, in 1845, 
which are annexed. These tables furnish the 
best refutation of the evidence which led to 
the publication of the foregoing remarks. 

It will be found on reference to the Tables, 
that in the year named, 517,888 passengers 
were each conveyed through an average dis- 
tance of 146 miles. That the average length of 
the Railways on which the Clearing system 
is in operation, is 41 miles; and that conse- 
quently, each passenger travelled over nearly 
four Railways on the average, and must have 
passed three junctions or points of convergence. 
To accommodate these passengers, 59,765 Rail- 
way carriages, and 5,813 trucks with private 
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carriages, were sent through. It further ap- 
pears, that 180,606 waggons, loaded with 
merchandize, were sent through, in addition to 
the large number of waggons used for the 
conveyance of coke, coal, and other minerals, 
of which no record is kept in the Railway 
Clearing House. 

These striking facts will enable the reader to 
form an adequate conception of the present 
magnitude of the Through Traffic, and of the 
degree of accommodation which is given to the 
various classes of the community, and to all the 
great national interests. Further, they cannot 
fail to impress deeply on the public mind, the 
grave evils which must inevitably result from 
any cause tending to impede or interrupt the 
transit of a traffic, which, large as it is, can only 
be considered as a fraction of the extent to 
which the traffic of future years will attain.

MINUTES OF GOODS MANAGERS 
MEETINGS. 



Agricultural Show. 
Minute. 

No. 158. July 2Ue, 1848. 

Resolved. — That it be recommended to the respective Com- 
panies to adopt the following Regulations for charging for the con- 
veyance of Cattle and Implements to the future Shows of the 
Agricultural Society. 

1st. Implements to be charged for at the full rate both 
ways, if sold at the Show; but if not sold, they are to be returned 
/ree. 

2nd. Cattle to be sent free both ways. 
3rd. No mileage to be charged for Cattle Waggons used 
for the conveyance of Cattle to and from the Show. 

4th. Drovers in charge of the Show Cattle to be charged 
3rd class fare. 



Acids. 

Minute. 

No. 184. October 20ihy 1848. 

The subject of a letter received from Mr. Hibberd having been 
fully discussed, the Conference came to the conclusion that Sul- 



phuric and other Acids should be carried in full loads only, at the 
sole risk of the owners, and by special agreement, of which all the 
Companies interested should have cognizance. 

No. 468. July 22nd, 1852. 

It was reported to the Meeting that Muriatic Acid, in Gutta 
Percha Bottles, had been conveyed on several Railways with safety 
for some time past, the Conference, therefore, saw no objection to 
that article, or Sulphuric Acid, being conveyed in full Waggon 
Loads, and at the Owners' risk. 



Break of Gauge Allowance. 

Minute. 

No. 48. September 2^th, 1847. 

Mr. Payne referred to Minute No. 1, 10th instant, and after 
the subject being again discussed, it was agreed to recommend that 
in lieu of the 3d. per ton for all Goods conveyed beyond Gloucester, 
an extra allowance of two miles be made to the Midland Company 
in division, over and above the actual distance conveyed. 



Bad Loading. 

Minute. 

No. 82. November 16th, 1847. 

The subject of Bad Loading was fully discussed; and it was 
agreed, as a general principle, that the fact of a Package having 
fallen off a Waggon, upon any line of road, was evidence, prima 
facie, of Bad Loading (unless fire or collision had taken place); 
and that in all such cases the parties who loaded the Goods should 
be held responsible for the amount of Loss or Damage proved by 
the owners thereof. 
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Classifloatioii of GkK)d8. 

MiNDTE. 

No. 2. January 19/A, 1847. 

That an assimilated Classification is indispensable, and the one 
in operation upon the London and North Western Railway be 
adopted. 

No. 22. Augtist llth, 1847. 

It was agreed to recommend to the respective Boards that one 
uniform Classification for the Carriage of Goods by Merchandize 
Trains to and from the Principal Stations be adopted, and that the 
list agreed upon this day be put into operation. 

No. 66. October Sth, 1847. 

That any two or more Companies be at liberty to remove from 
one Class to another, with consent of the Railway Companies 
affected thereby, any particular description of Trafiic, wherever any 
such alterations may be found necessary for their combined 
interests with the public. 

No. 128. May 26th, 1848. 

Resolved. — That it be recommended, that any article re- 
quiring more than one Waggon for its conveyance, be carried by 
Special Agreement, and that all questions respecting the convey- 
ance of such articles be referred to the Goods' Managers, by their 
assistants. 



Collection and Delivery, 

MiNtJTE. 

No 23. Aufftist nthj 1847. 

That all Rates include Collection and Delivery where customary. 
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Credit and Bad Debts. 

Minute. 

No. 64. October Sth, 1847. 

Tbat Credit Accounts, not exceeding one month, be allowed 
to responsible parties transacting business with any Company. 

No. 65. 

That Bad Debts be proportionally ^divided according to 
mileage ; but each Company be liable for tieir own, if any neglect 
takes place in application for payment, or due notice of neglect be 
not rendered within seven days to Clearing House after such pay- 
ment becomes due. — E.G. Every item contaracted in the month of 
January must be collected and finally settled within the month of 
February. 

No. 83. November 16th, 1847. 

The subject of Bad Debts was again referred to, and instances 
of small compositions having been offered, it was agreed to recom- 
mend the Directors not to accept any private compositions.

RAILWAY CLEARING HOUSE. 



REGULATIONS. 



Admission, Withdrawal, and Expulsion of 
Companies. 

1. The application of a Company to be admitted a party to 
the Clearing System must be sealed with its Common Seal. 

2. The notice of a Company desiring to withdraw from 
the Clearing System must be sealed with its Common Seal. 

3. The Committee have the power of giving notice to any 
Company that it shall cease to be a party to the Clearing 
System, in one month from the date of such notice ; but the 
Meeting at which the resolution to give notice is adopted, 
must be specially called for the purpose, and two-thirds of 
the members present must concur in it. 

Clearing House Committee. 

4. Each Company, party to the Clearing System, is entitled 
to be represented in the Committee by one Delegate. 

5. The appointment of a Delegate must be certified to the 
Secretary of the Clearing House, by the Secretary or any 
two Directors of the Company the Delegate represents. 
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6. Ten Delegates form a quorum. 

7. The Meetings of the Committee are held quarterly, on 
the second Wednesday in the months of March, June, 
September, and December, and at such other times as the 
Chairman, or any two Delegates, may appoint. 

8. Notice of the business to be brought forward must be 
given to the Delegates six days, at least, before the Meeting 
of the Committee takes place. 

Treasurer. 

9. The money received from the Companies is paid to an 
account kept at the Bankers of the Clearing House, in the 
name of the Treasurer, to whom the Transfer Notes directing 
the payment of money to the credit of any Company must be 
addressed, and on whom the Cheques drawn by the oflScerg 
of the Kailway Clearing House must be drawn. 

10. At each of the Quarterly Meetings of the Committee, a 
sum equal to one Quarter's cost of maintaining the Clearing 
House is transferred to the Expenses Account, and the 
Officers of the Clearing House are not permitted in any one 
month to draw Cheques for more than one-third of the sum 
so transferred. The Cheques are signed by the Secretary, 
the Accountant, and Assistant Secretary. 

11. The Bankers of the Clearing House are supplied with 
the names of the Companies, parties to the Clearing System, 
and of the Banking Houses to whom the Clearing House is 
authorised to pay money on account of these Comxianies 
respectively, and are instructed to make no payment to any 
Kailway Company not included iii tlic list, or to any other 
than the recognised Agent of such Company. 



Interest on Balances. 

12. Interest at the rate of seven per cent, per annum Is 
charged on Balances owing to the Kailway Clearing House, 
if not paid within twenty-three days of the date of the letter 
advising the Company that the Balance is due. 

13. All Balances are paid as declared and advised, and any 
errors which may be in them are corrected in a subsequent 
account. 



Division of Expenses. 

14. The cost of maintaining the establishment is divided 
among the Companies as follows : — 

15. The establishment is, for this purpose, divided into 
four Departments, viz.: — the "General," the "Mileage," 
the " Two Companies' Traffic," and the " Three or more 
Companies' Traffic." 

16. The expenses of the General Department arc distri- 
buted over the other three Departments in the ratio of the 
number of Clerks in each. 

17. The expenses of the Mileage Department are debited to 
the respective Companies in Shares proportionate to the 
number of Entries in the Accounts of each. 

Note. — A charge of £5 per annum is made for each Junction 
at which lumbermen arc placed, to each Company meeting at 
such Junction. 

18- The expenses of each of the other two Departments 
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are divided in the ratio of the amonnts at the Credit of 
the respective Companies in the Clearing House Acconnts. 

Note. — ^A charge of £5 per annnm for each of two Terminal 
Stations; of £2 per annum for First Class; and of £1 per annum for 
Alinor Stations, is made. Stations at Tihich the Through Beceipfs 
amount to £600 per annum are considered First Class Stations. 



Division of Receipts. 

19. The Ordinary Through Passenger^s Fare is the sum of 
the Local Fares^ and in the division of receipts^ each Com- 
pany receives its full Local Fare. 

20. A Special Passenger's Fare may be either more or less 
than the sum of the local fares, and is divided according to 
mileage, or in fixed proportions, as may be agreed upon by 
the companies concerned. 

21. An Excess Fare, or that paid by a passenger who is 
found without a ticket, is divided, according to circumstances, 
either as an Ordinary or a Special Fare. 

22. The Ordinary and Special Rates charged for the con- 
veyance of Private Carriages, Horses, and Dogs, are fixed and 
divided on the same principle as the Fares of Passengers. 

23. The receipts of the Traffic in Goods, Live Stock, and 
Small Parcels, are divided by mileage, unless there be an 
agreement fixing any other principle of division, in which 
case the receipts are divided in terms of such agreement. 

24. Goods are invoiced through at two rates only. Station 
to Station Rates, and Rates including Cartage. In the first 
case, neither Company is entitled to the allowance for cartage; 



in the second case, both Companies receive the allowance, 
whether the work of Carting be performed by them or not, 
except in those eases specially provided for. 

25. All Pontages, and other special charges, recognised 
by the Clearing House Committee, are allowed to the Com- 
panies in the division of receipts. 

26. When Terminal Expenses arc allowed, they are de- 
ducted from the gross receipts, and the remainder of the 
receipts only are divided by Mileage. 

27. The Premiums of Insurance charged for Through 
Traffic, in pursuance of Mr. CardwelPs Act, must, in all 
cases, be returned to the Clearing House, to be divided by 
Mileage among the Companies concerned. 



Distances. 

28. The Clearing House has hitherto accepted as correct 
the Distance Tables supplied by the Companies, but the 
Clearing House Committee having taken steps to test the 
correctness of the Tables, the measurements approved by them 
now rule in every doubtful case. 



Classification and Rates. 

29. The Rates charged for Through Goods are fixed with 
reference to a uniform Classification, arranged by the Goods 
Managers, and approved and adopted by all the Companies 
parties to the Clearing System. 
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30. Any two or more Companies are at liberty to remove 
from one cla88 to another, with consent of the Bailway 
Companies affected thereby, any description of traffic, 
whenever such an alteration is found necessary for their com- 
mon interests. 

31. When Companies agree to make Through Rates with 
one another, no such Eates can be fixed except by consent 
of all the parties concerned in the Traffic to which the Bates 
refer ; and it is competent for an intermediate Company to 
demand its full Local Rates in cases in which Through Rates 
are fixed without its consent. 

32. When Passengers or Goods, Booked or Invoiced by 
one route, are in error co'nveycd by another, the Companies 
conveying the Traffic are entitled to the Receipts ; all parties 
interested in the Receipts being advised of the error by the 
Clearing House. 



Terminal Allowances. 

33. An allowance at the rate of Ss. 6d. per ton in London, 
and 4s. per ton in the country, is made for the Terminal 
Expenses on Goods Traffic when Carted ; and Is. 6d. per ton 
both in London and in the country, when not Carted. 

34. An allowance of Is. per waggon is made for the Ter- 
minal Expenses on Live Stock Traffic, both for Single and 
Double Waggons. 

35. An allowance of Twopence is made for the delivery of 
each Parcel, and nothing for collection. 
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36. An allowance of One Fenny per cwt. is made for Ter- 
minal Expenses of tlie traffic in Fish convejcd by Special and 
Passenger Trains^ and not carted. 

37. A Terminal allowance of 9d. per ton is made for all 
articles in the Mineral Class of the General Classification of 
Goods — Coals and Coke excepted. 

38. Thearticles referred to in Eule No. 37, are, as respects 
weight and quantity, conveyed at the owner's risk, and, if 
practicable, an engagement to that effect is obtained by the 
Companies, as also that the Wnggon shall be unloade J witi in 
twenty-four hours of its arrival, or failing this, be liable to 
Demurrage. 

39. All Through Bates at or below 10s. per ton, in 
which Three or more Companies are interesteJ, are treated as 
Station to Station Rates, and returned to the Clearing 
House accordiugly. This Rule applies to Empties when 
charged for. 

40. When the gross amount of a Clearing House Settle- 
ment does not exceed the amount allowed for Cartage, the 
division shall be made as if the goods bad been invoiced at 
Station to Station Rates. 



Grain Sacks. 

41. Sacks fiirnished to a Foreign Company are debited to 
the receiving Company, and returns sent to the Clearing 
House both by the forwarding and receiving Stations. 
Similar Returns of Empty Sacks are also sent to the Clearing 
House, to enable the necessary credits to be made. 
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The value of Sacks is estimated and invoiced at One 
Shilling each, and the accounts arc settled monthly in the 
usual way. 

In the event of one Company sending Sacks to another 
Company to be filled with Grain, the Company so receiving 
the Sacks, and allowing them to leave their premises to be 
filled by Farmers, Millers, or other parties, shall, in like 
manner, be responsible for the proper return of the Sacks. 

Each Company is to name the Depot to which Sacks are 
to be sent.

42. The following is the scale of charges adopted :-—

43. Packages under 561bs. arc carried at half price, pro- 
vided the charge be in no case less than 3d. 

44. The charge for Empties must be pre-paid, unless it be 
specially arranged that it be paid by the Consignees. The 
usual exceptions are allowed. Boards in bundles, Wrappers 
and Sheets, Grain and Flour Sacks, Meat, Fruit, Hosiery, 
Ribbon, and Butter Hampers, Clothes, Milk- Cans, and 
Casks. 
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45. Free Empties are carried Station to Station only^ 
unless, under special circumstances^ the Companies interested 
agree to allow cartages. 



Credit and Bad Debts. 

46. Companies may give Credit to Parties in whom they 
have confidence for one month. 

47. Terminal Companies are liable for bad debts incurred 
by them on Through Traffic, if due diligence be not used in 
obtaining payment, or if notice of the bad debt be not sent 
to the Clearing House within one month after such payment 
became due. 

48. Losses arising from bad debts are divided among the 
Cbmpanies interested in the Traffic, according to the share of 
the proceeds they may have received, including terminal 
expenses ; the Companies themselves providing the Clearing 
House with the data for apportioning the loss. 



Loss or Damage of Goods. 

49. In every case of Loss or Damage of Goods, which has 
not been reported by the Receiving Company within twenty- 
four hours after it has been ascertained, the liability rests 
cxduisvely with the Company failing to report. 

50. All admitted claims for Loss or Damage of Goods arc 
borne by the Company in whose charge the Goods were 
when the loss or damage occurred. But in all cases where 
the question of liability is doubtfiil, the compensation paid is 
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divided among the Companies whose lines intervene between 
the place of loading and the place where the loss or damage 
was sustained or discovered. 

51. Sums paid in compensation for losses or damages, are 
divided among the Companies interested in the Trafficy 
according to the share of the proceeds, including terminal 
expenses, which they may have received; but should the 
amount of compensation exceed the gross receipts, the latter 
is deducted from the former, and the residue is divided by 
Mileage. All allowances for Losses, Overcharges, &c., must 
be submitted to all the Companies interested in the Traffic, 
and in case of the refusal of any to participate, a reference is 
made to an Arbitration Committee, whose decision is final; 
but Overcharges may be taken credit for as they arisCi sulh* 
jcct to subsequent sanction as above. 

52. In the case of transhipped goods, the compensation 
for loss or damage is borne by the Companies whose lines 
intervene between the points at which the goods were last 
seen uninjured in the waggons, and the point at which the 
loss or damage happened, or was first discovered and 
reported. 



Claims Arbitration Committees. 

53. A Committee of Goods Managers is appointed to 
decide cases of disputed liability, which relate to the Through 
Goods Trafiic, and in which the amount at issue is small. 

54. A Committee of Coaching Superintendents is also ap- 
pointed for performing a similar duty with reference to 
matters relating to the Coaching Trafiic. 
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Examination of Documents and Correction of 

Errors. 

55. Companies have the right to examine Invoices, or 
other documents relating to Through TraflSc, in which they 
have an interest, at the places at which such documents may- 
be kept. 

56. It is not competent for Companies to re-open Accounts 
of Through Traffic, for the purpose of correcting errors or 
discrepancies, after the lapse of two years from the date of 
the Accounts, except by consent of the Clearing House 
Committee. This Rule does not apply to accoimts which 
have been left, through any cause, unsettled. 



Invoices. 

57. No alteration 'or erasure of the figures of Goods 
Invoices is allowed, but all corrections are made by over and 
undercharges, whether the errors to be rectified are in the 
weights or the monies. No weights are to be entered in 
Invoices unless a charge is made for them; and it is com- 
petent for the Clearing House, on production of the Invoice 
on which weights without monies are entered, to strike them 
out of the Abstracts. 

581 Any Company failing to enter in the Invoice the full 
address, as given in the consignment of the goods, is liable 
for any consequences resulting from the want of this informa- 
tion. 

59. Goods addressed "Paid," but entered in Invoice " To 
Pay," are delivered by the Clerk receiving them under the 
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condition that a written engagement ia obtained from the Con- 
signee to pay the Carriage, if on enquiry it be foond that it 
has not been already paid. 



Numbering of Ooods Invoices and Parcels 
Way BiUs. 

60. These must be numbered consecutively. 

Paid 0ns. 

61. A list of **Paid 0ns" not extended, is made weekly 
to the Clearing House, a copy of which list, containing fuli 
details of the items, is sent to each Company. The Clearisg 
House does not, unless it receives the assent of all the 
Companies concerned, take these ^^Paid Ons" to account 
until one clear Month from the day they are sent. to the 
Companies for approval. Should any item be objected to 
within the Month thus given, the point is referred to the 
Claims' Arbitration Committee, whose decision is final. 



Suspense Accounts. 

62, When Companies differ as to any agreement into which 
they have entered, or as to the mode in which the receipts 
of their common Traffic should be divided, the Clearing 
House is empowered to hold in suspense so much of the 
receipts as will cover the maximum amount claimed by either 
party, and to divide the residue of the receipts in the custo- 
mary way. 
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Delivery of Trains at Junctions by one Oompany 
to another. 

63. When a Goods Train is placed at that point of a Rail- 
way Junction which is the acknowledged place of delivery, 
it is, firom that time, at the risk of the Company having to 
take it on. 

Weight of Grain and Flour. 

64. The following scale must not be exceeded in estimating 
the weight of Grain and Flour :

66. Companies should employ competent persons to mea- 
sure Bound Timber, and the measurement should, when prac- 
ticable, be checked by the Companies receivmg the Timber. 

Tranships. 

67. When Through Goods are sent to any Station for 
Transhipment, a Duplicate Invoice shall be sent for the use 
of such Transhipment Station ; and where goods require a 
second Transhipment, the Duplicate Invoice shall be for- 
warded with the Goods to the Transhipping Station.

Acids. 

69. Sulphuric, and other Acids, are carried in full loads 
only, at the sole risk of Owners, and by special agree- 
ment, of which all the Companies interested must have 
coOTizance. 
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Routes and Junctions. 

70. When a Company has, within its own system of 
Railways, two routes to the same place, one of which is 
shorter than the other, the division of receipts is calculated 
on the distance by the shorter route, unless it has been for- 
mally notified to the Clearing House that an agreement to 
the contrary exists between the Companies interested in the 
Traffic. 

71. When a Company, for want of sufficient accommodation 
at its Junctions, or to suit its convenience as regards working 
the traffic with other Railways, carries Traffic to a Station 
beyond the Jimction at which it should have been turned off) 
and brings it back again, it is not entitled, in calculating the 
division of receipts, to the additional mileage consequently 
gone over, unless it has been formally notified to the Clearing 
House that an agreement to the contrary exists between the 
Companies interested in the Traffic. 

72. When, in consequence of temporary obstructions, such 
as are caused by floods and land-slips. Traffic is sent by cir- 
cuitous routes, the divisicm of receipts continues to be made 
as if the Traffic had been sent in the usual direction. 



Liability resulting from Accidents. 

73. So soon as any part of the working stock of one 
Railway passes into the custody and possession of another 
Company, the Company so in possession is responsible for all 
and every contingency that may arise from the use of such 
stock while in their possession, except the ordinary repairs and 
replacement necessary from palpable defect of material or 
workmanship, which is to be at the cost of the owners : any 
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damage caused by accident, or improper use of Buoh stocki 
is to bo repaired by the party causing it. 

74. Tiie Repairs of Stock, arising from ordinary wear 
and tear, is borne on all occasions by the Companies owning 
the Stock ; but cases of palpable damage or negligence (soch 
as dropping heavy weights into the Waggons, and thereby 
breaking the bottoms, smashing of doors, neglect of greofflng, 
&c., &c.) and all coses of collision, or accident, shall be bone 
by the Company in whose possession the stock may be at the 
time an accident happens. 

75. A Register is kept by the Clearing House Number- 
men, at Junctions, of such cases of palpable damage, but not 
of cases of damage arising from ordinary wear and tear. 

76. The Clearing House is not called upon to make 
any Return of Damaged Stock, but the Register of the 
Numberman is kept at the Clearing House, for the purpose 
of verifying any claim made by one Company on another, in 
case of palpable accident. Companies on applying for a 
Return, will be furnished with a copy, so far as its own Stock 
is concerned. 

77. When a Clearing House Numberman reports a vehicle 
as arriving at his Junction in a damaged condition, such 
report is accepted as conclusive against the Company 
delivering the vehicle at the Junction, unless the Company 
can show satisfactorily that it should not be held liable; 
but it shall be the duty of the Numberman, whenever it is in 
his power to do so, to draw the attention of the Chief Clerk 
at the Junction, to the state of the damaged stock. 

78. Unless the account of the cost of the repairs of damaged 
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itook be sent to the Company responsible for the amount, 
E\'ithin three months of the time at which the repairs are 
completed, the claim is forfeited. 

Alteration of Olearing House Rules. 

79, No addition to, or alteration of, Clearing House Eules 
can be made, except with the formal sanction of the Clearing 
House Committee; and all recommendations to that Com- 
mittee, proceeding from Meetings of Eailway OflScers with 
reference to such subjects, must be approved by a Meeting of 
General Managers before being submitted for the considera- 
tion of the Clearing House Committee. 



Mileage and Demurrage. 

80. The Mileage and Demurrage of Carriages, Carriage 
Trucks, Horse Boxes, &c., Waggons and Sheets, are charged 
at the following rates : —

81. Waggons returned loaded are exempt from mileage, 
unless they are sent to places short of, or beyond the line of 
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the Company to which thej bdoDg, in which oaae nuleip 
will bo charged for the distance they may run loaded htfm 
arriving at the Parent Line, or may proceed after passing lif 
but in cases where the Waggon passes beyond the Parait 
Line, the mileage is not to be charged for the dbtance ran 
before reaching the Parent Line. 

82. Companies may deliver Stock at any Junction of the 
Parent Line, but Carriages, Waggons, and Sheets, sent 
homeward in the direction of one of the Junctions of the 
Parent Line, must be delivered at that Junction. If inter- 
cepted and sent back for delivery at another Junction, 
DemmTage will be charged as if sent in a wrong direction. 

83. Mileage is charged for sheets in use, both outward and 
homeward. 

84. Through Waggons and Carriages returned empty, and 
Sheets sent back folded, are exempt from^ the charge of 
mileage. 

85. When one Railway Company has running powers over 
the Line of another Eailway Company, the part of the Line 
over which such runnmg powers extend, shall be considered, 
for the purpose of charging Mileage and Demurrage, as 
belonging to the Company in possession of and exercising 
the running powers, imless it has been formally notified to 
the Clearing House that an agreement to the contrary exists. 

86. When, in consequence of temporary obstructions, such 
as are caused by floods and land-slips, Eailway Stock is sent 
by circuitous routes, the mileage charge will continue to be 
made as if the Stock had been sent in the usual direction. 
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87. Demurrage is charged for Carriages and Sheets if de- 
tained beyond one clear day, exclusive of Sundays, Christmas 
Day, and Good Friday. 

88. Demurrage is charged for Goods Waggons if detfuned 
beyond two clear days, exclusive of Sundays, Christmas Day, 
and Good Friday. This rule applies to Coke Waggons when 
not consigned to private parties. 

89. Waggons loaded with Coal, Lime, Limestone^ Iron- 
stone, Iron Ore, or Coke5 and consigned either to private 
parties or Companies, have the usual allowance of two clear 
days at Stations for delivery, and after that time are charged 
the ordinary demurrage of Ss. per day. 

90. Goods Waggons, used for the conveyance of Coal, 
Coke, Lime, or Manure, without consent of the owners, are 
treated as if sent in a wrong direction, and charged for 
accordmgly. 

91. Waggons, -if damaged, are exempt from demurrage 
whilst beiug repaired, but notice must be given to the Owners, 
as well as to the Clearing House, how and where the damage 
occurred. 

92. When Folded Sheets, on their way homeward, are de- 
tained in consequence of any Company omitting to send 
Way Bills with them, or to conform in all respects to the 
following instructions, the Company so in default will be 
charged Demurrage for the detention : — 

Ist. Sheets sent back to their owners folded^ must be placed 
either in the Guard's Van, or in an empty waggon, that they 
may be examined without difficulty at the various Junctions. 
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The Sheets should be so folded as to have the nameoC 
the Companj and the number of the sheet on tlie outride* 
If that be impossible, the name of the Companj and numlNr 
of the sheet should be chalked on the sheet 
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2nd. A Way-bill specifying the name of the Company to 
whom the sheets belong, and their distinguishing numben, 
is to be sent in charge of the Guards, along with each lot of 
folded sheets. When the lot sent by a tndn includes sheets 
belonging to more than one Company, a separate Way-l»fl 
must be sent to each, containing particulars of the sheets 
belonging to such Company. 

3rd. The Guard, on arriving at the Junction which terminates 
his journey, is to deliver the Way-bills in his possession to 
the Clearing House Numberman. 

4th. When a Numberman finds that the folded sheets, or any 
portion of them, are for places beyond his Junction, he is 
to give the Way-bills referring to such sheets to the Guaids 
of the train in which they are to be taken on. 

5 th, When more than one sheet is used for covering a Wa^on, 
the number of each sheet so used must be written on the 
Waggon label. 

93. If a Company fails to send home a sheet within a 
fortnight of the time it has been received by it, Demurrage 
is charged for that period, and for every subsequent day that 
the sheet may be kept, until the amount reaches 50^. 

94. In charging Demurrage for Carriages, WaggODS, and 
Sheets, tlie period of exemption is reckoned, in the case of 
loaded Carriages, Waggons, and Sheets, in use, up to the 
time they leave the loading station ; but in the case of Enopty 
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Carriages, Waggons, and Folded Sheets, up to the time they 
are delivered to the next Company at the Junction. 



95. Should the period of exemption from Demurrage 
fixed in Eule 94, have elapsed at the time a Loaded 
Carriage, Waggon, or Sheet, in use, leaves the Station, and 
more than one day be occupied in reaching the Junction, 
Demurrage wiU be charged for the additional time taken. 

96. When Waggons and Sheets are received without 
Invoices, they must be unloaded, and returned within the 
prescribed time, otherwise Demurrage will be charged. 



97« The Station to which Goods are invoiced is the 
destination of the Waggon or Sheet containing or covering 
such Goods, and if sent on, the Waggons or [Sheets will be 
considered as having been sent in a wrong direction, except 
when the same goods are sent forward to another Station. 



98. Waggons or Sheets labelled to one Station, and con- 
taining or covering goods for and invoiced to another Station, 
must not be re-labelled and sent on unless the Waggon 
contain a ton weio;ht invoiced to the latter Station. 
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99. Empty Carriages, Waggons, and Folded Sheets, may 
however, be stopped and loaded for any Station on the way 
homeward, or beyond, but if the time allowed in Rule 101 for 
the transit of the Carriage, Waggon, or Sheet, be exceeded. 
Demurrage wiU be charged to the Company causing the 
detention, subject to Bule No. 84. 
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100. If Enipey Carriage^ Witggi»nit and Folded ShMts le 
returned by any route but thert by if hich they eame^ wKcft 
more than two Companied are concerned, Mileage will be 
charged to the Company sending the Waggons by the wrong 
rotite. 



101< One day^ exclusiye of the day on wUeh the vehicle 
was redeived^ is allowed for the transmission of Carriages, 
Waggons of all kinds, and Sheets, over each Railway tra- 
versed during the journey, and any Company exceeding the 
day will incur demurrage, except that Companies whose 
Lines are 120 miles, or upwards, in length, are allowed not 
less than two days for the transmission of Through Waggons. 

102. A Company sending a Carriage, Waggon, or Sheet| 
in a wrong direction, will be charged Demurrage from the 
day it is sent wrong until it arrives at home, except it be 
detained by any Company into whose possession it may come, 
for a longer period than is allowed by these regulations ; in 
which case the latter Company will be held liable for the 
excess of time during which it may be so detained. 



103. A Company may load a Waggon returning home- 
ward to a Branch on its own or any other Company's Line, 
without incurring Demurrage for sending wrong, provided 
the time allowed in Rule No. 101, for the transit of 
Waggons, be iiot exceeded. 

104. When Two or more Companies have each a Terminus 
in the same town, the stock of one Company sent to the 
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Teiminiis of another Caaxprnj^ will be oonsidered as haviDg 
been sent in a wrong direction. 

105. Companies are not bound to send Waggons through 
with a load of less than one ton. 

106. Through Waggons and Sheets are to bo unloaded im- 
mediately on arrival; and if no return load is ready, thev are 
QOt to be detained for one, except in special cases. 

107. It is considered a delivery of Carriages, Waggons, and 
Sheets, by one Company to another, when the former places 
them in the Sidings at the Junction from which the latter 
usually takes them on* 

108. When a Company has running powers over another 
Company's Line, the Stock of the Company possessing such 
running powers is at home at the Stations to whicli those 
running powers extend. 

109. All Carriages, Carriage Trucks, Horse Boxes, and 
Waggons, returned empty, and Sheets sent back folded, must 
be carefully distinguished in the Eetums sent to the Clearing 
House. Empty Waggons and Sheets must be entered 
separately at the foot of the Return. 

110. Covered Goods and Sheep Waggons, Cattle, Coal, 
Coke, and other Mineral Waggons, must be carefully distin- 
guished in the Betums sent to the Clearing House. 

111. The Eetums of all Through Carriages, Waggons, and 
Sheets, must be sent daily to the Clearing House, not later 
than two days after date. 
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112. If a question arise as to the Railway on wluch t 
Through Carriage, Waggon, or Sheet, may have been 
damaged, it is to be referred to the Chairman of the Clearing 
House Committee, or to any Member of it whom he may 
depute, to decide which Company is liable for the cost of 
repairing such damage. 

113. The Servants of the respective Companies are rcqmrcd 
to render to the Inspectors and Numbertakers employed by 
the Clearing House, all the assistance that may be needed, 
to enable them to return all Carriages, Waggons, &c, to 
their Owners at the earliest possible period. 

114. Each Goods Waggon must have distinctly marked on 
it the maximum weight it was constructed to carry. 

115. As the Initials of several Companies are similar, or 
nearly so, it is important that the names so circumstanced 
should be distinguished in the Ketums of Carriages, Waggons, 
and Sheets, sent to the Clearing House, either by being 
entered at full length, or by introducing the letter &, when 
it forms part of the name. 

116. The following are the names of the Companies in 
regard to which this precaution is necessary: —

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Clearing House Passes. 

Clearing House Free Passes are to be granted in the 
following cases only : — 

117. To Delegates and Chief Officers of Railway Com- 
panics when summoned to attend Meetings of tho Clearing 
House Committee. 

118. To the Chief Officers of Railway Companies when 
summoned to attend Conference Meetings of their respective 
bodies. 

119. To the Clerks and Servants of Railway Companies 
when travelling on business relating to Through Traffic, 
provided the Secretary of the Railway Clearing House is 
satisfied that such business is solely connected with the 
Railway Clearing House in London. 

120. To the Clerks and Servants of the Clearing House 
when similarly employed. 

121. All applications for Free Passes by the Clerks and 
Servants of Railway Companies must specify the business on 
which they are to travel, and be countersigned either by the 
Secretary or some other Chief Officer of the Company in 
whose service the party applying is engaged. 

122. Passes are not to be granted to Clearing House Clerks 
travelling on their private affairs, but the Secretary may at 
his discretion apply to the Companies on their behalf. 

123. All Clearmg House Free Passes must be signed by 
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the Secretary of the Clearbg House AseodatioD, or, in 
his absence^ by the Aseietant Secretary. 

124. A Return of all Passes issued by the Clearing House 
must be sent to the Companies Monthly. 

125. The Passes, when coUeoted, are to be retabed by the 
Company to whom they were giyen up, but a return of them 
is to be made to the Clearing House.

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Clearing Act. 

An Act for regulating legal Proceedings by or against the 
Committee of Railway Companies associated under tlie 
Railway Clearing System, and for other Purposes. 1 3 
and 14 Vic, cap. xxxiii. 25th June, 1850. 

WHEREAS, for some Time past Arrangements have subsisted 
between several Railway Companies for the Transmission without 
Interruption of the Through Traffic in Passengers, Animals, Minerals, 
and Goods passing over different Lines of Railway, for the purpose 
of affording, in respect to such Passengers, Animals, Minerals, and 
Goods, the same or the like facilities as if such Lines had belonged 
to One Company, which arrangements are commonly known as 
and in this Act are designated as " the Clearing System," and which 
Arrangements are conducted under the Superintendence of a Com- 
mittee appointed by the Boards of Directors of such several Railway 
Companies, which Committee ia in this Act designated " the Com- 
mittee,*' and the business of such Committee has heretofore been 
and is now carried on at a Building appropriated for the purpose 
in Seymour Street^ adjoining the Euston Station of the London 
and North-Western Railway Company : And whereas the Clearing 
System has been productive of great Convenience to the Public, 
and of a considerable Saving of Expense in the Transmission of 
Passengers, Animals, Minerals, and Goods over the Lines of the 
several Railway Companies, parties to such Association ; but con- 
siderable Difficulty has been experienced in carrying into effect the 
Objects of the Association, in consequence of the Committee not pos- 
sessing the Power of prosecuting or defending Actions or Suits, or 
taking other legal Proceedings : And whereas George Carr Ghjn^ 
Esquire, is the present Chairman, and Kenneth Morison is the pre- 
sent Secretary of the Committee: And whereas the Purposes 
aforesaid cannot be effected without the Authority of Parliament : 
May it therefore please your Majesty that it may be enacted ; and 
be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
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Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and bj the Autho- 
rity of the same, That the several Companies which at the Time of 
the passing of this Act are Parties to the Clearing System, and 
every other Company which shall in manner hereafter mentioned 
become Party to the same, shall be subject to the Provisions of this 
Act. 

II. And be it enacted. That if any Company which may not bo 
a Party to the Clearing System sliall, by Writing sealed with the 
Common Seal of such Company, request the Committee to admit 
suchCompanj to be a Party to the Clearing System, and the Com- 
mittee shall assent to such Request, such Company shaU from the 
Time of such assent being given, or at such other Time as may 
bo specified in the said Request, become a Party to the Clearing 
System. 

III. And be it enacted. That if any Company shall, by Writing 
sealed with the Common Seal of such Company, give Notice to the 
Committee of the Desire of such Company to cease to be a Party 
to the Clearing System, such Company shall, at the expiration of 
One Calendar Month from the Time when such Notice shall be 
given, or if a more distant Time shall be stated in such Notice, 
then at the Time so stated, cease to be a Party to the Clearing 
System. 

IV. And be it enacted. That if not less than Two Thirds of the 
Committee present at a Meeting specially summoned shall, by 
Writing signed by their Secretary, or by Two Members of the 
Committee, give Notice to any Company that such Company shall 
cease to bo a Party to the Cleaiing System at a Time named in 
such Notice, not being less than One Calendar Month from the 
Time of giving such Notice,^ such Company shall at the Time so 
named cease to be a Party to the Clearing System. 

V. And be it enacted, That each Company Party to the Clearing 
System shall at all Times be entitled to be represented on the Com- 
mittee by One Delegate appointed by the Board of Directors of 
such Company from Time to Time, such appointment to be certified 
in Writing by the Secretary or any Two Directors of such Com- 
pany : Provided always, tliat, notwithstanding any Company may 
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happen to be misrepresented by a Delegate at any Meeting, the 
Acts of the Committee shall be valid. 

VI. And be it enacted, That the Committee shall meet at One 
of the Clock in the afternoon of the Second Wednesday in the 
Months of March^ June^ September ^ and December ^ in every Year, 
or so soon thereafter as a Quorum shall be assembled, and at any 
other Times whereof the Secretaiy shall, at the written Request of 
the Chairman for the Time being, or any Two Members of the 
Committee, give at least Ten Days' Notice in Writing to every 
Company Party to the Clearing System, or the Secretary of every 
such Company; and every such Meeting may be adjourned from 
Time to Time and from Place to Place as the Committee shall 
think proper; and Meetings and adjourned Meetings of the Com- 
mittee shall be held at the said Building in Seymour Street^ except 
when the Committee shall have appointed some other Place, and 
then at such other Place; and in order to constitute a Meeting of 
the Committee there shall be present at least Ten Members; and, 
except where otherwise provided, all Questions at every Meeting 
shall be determined by the Majority of Votes of the Committee 
present, and in case of an equal Division of Votes the Chairman of 
the Meeting shall have a casting Vote, in addition to his Vote as 
One of the Committee; and Notice of the Business to be brought 
before any Meeting shall, at least Six Days before the Day of such 
Meeting, be given to every Company Party to the Clearing System, 
or the Secretary of every such Company. 

VII. And be it enacted. That until the First Meeting of the 
Committee which shall be held after the passing of this Act the 
said George Carr Glyn, or other the Chairman of the Committee 
for the Time being, shall continue in Office ; and at the First 
Meeting of the Committee which shall be held after the passing of 
this Act, and in the Month of March in each succeeding Year, tlie 
Committee present at the Meeting shall, if they think fit, either 
continue in Office the Chairman for the Time being, or choose 
another Chairman ; and a General Meeting of the Committee 
specially summoned shall have Power to remove any Chairman; 
and if any Chairman shall die, or resign, or be removed, the Com- 
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mitleo shall have Powerj as soon as may be, to choose some other 
Person to fill the Vacancy thereby occasioned ; but every Chair- 
man elected to supply a Vacancy other than at a General Meeting 
in the Month of March in any Year shall continue in Office so 
long only as the Person in whose Place he shall be so elected would 
have been entitled to continue if such Death, Resignation, or Re- 
moval had not happened : Provided always, that it shall not be 
necessary that the Person chosen as Chairman be a Delegate 
of any of the Companies Parties to the Clearing System ; but 
in case he shall not be a Delegate he shall not be entitled to vote 
on any Question, unless in the Case of an Equality of Votes, when 
he shall be entitled to give the casting Vote. 

VIII. And be it enacted, That if at any Meeting of the Com- 
mittee the Chairman shall not be present, the Committee present 
shall choose One of their Members to be Chairman of such Meeting. 

IX. And be it enacted. That the said Kenneth Morison shall 
be the Secretary to the Committee until he die, or resign, or be 
removed ; and that the Committee shall have the Power to remove 
him and all future Secretaries; and that in the event of the Resig- 
nation, or Death, or such Removal as aforesaid of any Secretary, 
the Committee shall appoint a Secretary to the Committee. 

X. And be it enacted. That the Committee may from Time to 
Time appoint a Treasurer, and Remove such Treasurer from his 
Appointment, and prescribe and alter the Duties of the Office of 
Treasurer, and take from the Treasurer such Security as they shall 
think fit, which Security may be taken in the Name or Names of 
such Person or Persons as the Committee approve of. 

XI. And be it enacted. That any Money which shall be received 
by the Committee shall be held by the Committee as Trustees for 
the Company or Companies to whom the Committee shall decide 
such Money to be payable; but no Member of the said Committee 
shall bo answerable for any such Money as may be lost or withheld 
by reason of the Misconduct, Default, or Insolvency of the 
Treasurer, or of any Banker or Agent in whose Hands the same 
may be, or by reason of any Cause other than the personal Mis- 
conduct of such Member. 
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XII. And be it enacted, That the Accounts of the Clearing 
System and the Balances due to and from the several Companies 
Parties thereto, shall be settled and adjusted by the Secretary of 
the Committee for the Time being, which Secretary shall also 
settle and determine the Amount to be from Time to Time con- 
tributed to the Funds of the Clearing System by the Companies 
Parties thereto ; and in case of any Difference respecting such 
Accounts the Decision of the Committee, to the Effect that any 
Balance or Sum is payable by any Company then or theretofore 
Party to the Clearing System, shall be final and conclusive, and 
such Sum or Balance shall be a Debt due to the said Committee. 

XIII. And be it enacted, That the Committee shall, out of the 
Funds of the Clearing System, pay all the Expenses of the Clearing 
System, and all Costs, Charges, Damages, and Expenses Avhich the 
Members of the Committee, or any or either of them, shall as such 
Members or Member, or which the JSecretary as nominal Plaintiff 
or Defendant, or other Party, on behalf of the Committee, bear, 
sustain, or be put to, and that the Members of the Committee and 
Secretary sliall be completely indemnified and saved harmless out 
of the Funds of the Clearing System, and by the Companies 
Parties to the Clearing System, of, from, and against all Action 
and Actions, Suit and Suits, Proceeding and Proceedings, of any 
Sort, Costs, Charges, Damages, and Expenses, to which they or 
any or either of them may in any way be subjected, as Members or 
Member of the Committee, by reason of anything which they or he 
may bond fide do or omit to do, whether such Deed or Omission 
be within their Powers or not, 

XIV. And be it enacted, That the Committee may, by Action of 
Debt in the Name of their Secretary, recover from any Company 
any Balance or Sum which such Committee shall decide to bo 
pnyablc by such Company, whether to any other Company or on 
account of the Clearing System, and whether such Company be 
still at the Time of such Decision or has then ceased to be a Party 
to the Clearing System, and whether such Sum or Balance shall or 
shall not have been previously ascertained by the Secretary to be 
payable. 
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XV. And be it enacted, That the Declaration for the Recovery 
of such Sum or Balance may be in the Form or to the Effect of the 
Form given in the Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, and that the 
Directions contained in the said Schedule for the Use of the same 
shall be taken as part of this Act. 

XVI. And be it enacted, That if the Defendants in such Action 
shall plead that they never were indebted, then, on Proof that the 
Committee decided the Sum in question to be payable by the 
Defendants, and that the Defendants were either at the Time of 
such Decision or at some previous Time a Party to the Clearing 
System, and in the latter Case upon further Proof that such Sum 
was decided to be payable in respect of some Transactions, Matters, 
or Expenses which happened or were sustained whilst the Defen- 
dants were Parties to the Clearing System, the Plaintiff shall be 
entitled to a Verdict on that Plea. 

XVII. And be it enacted. That the Defendants in such Action 
may plead any Matter showing that they have since the Time of the 
Decision discharged the Sum or B^ilanice so decided to be payable,.^ 
and shall not plead any Plea with a Plea denying the Plaintiff to be 
Secretary. 

XVin. And be it enacted. That the Committee shall cause 
Notes, Minutes, or Copies, as the Case may require, of all Appoint- 
ments made or Contracts entered into by them, and of the Orders 
and Proceedings of all their Meetings, to be duly entered in Books 
to be kept by them for that Purpose ; and every such Entry shall 
be signed by the Chairman of the Meeting at which such Appoint- . 
ments. Contracts, Orders, or Proceedings respectively took place, 
who shall add the word " Chairman " to his Signature, and which 
Entries may be made and signed either at or after the Meetings to 
which they respectively relate ; and every Entry purporting to be 
so signed shall be received as Evidence in all Courts, and before all 
Judges, Justices, and others, without Proof of such respective 
Meetings having been duly convened or held, or of the Persons 
making or entering such Orders or Proceedings being Members of 
the Committee, or of the Signature of such Chairman, or of the 
Fact of his having been Chairman, all which last-mentioned 
Matters shall be presumed, till the contrary be proved. 
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XIX. And be it enacted, That on the Trial of any such Action, 
after it is proved to the Satisfaction of the Court or Judge trying 
the Cause that such Company is or had once been such a Party, 
the Books kept by the Committee shall be primd facie Evidence of 
the Truth of the Matters therein stated and contained ; and the 
Secretary, although the nominal Plaintiff, and the Members of the 
Committee, shall be competent Witnesses, either for the Plaintiff 
or for the Defendants. 

XX. And be it enacted. That the Committee may in all Cases 
sue and be sued in the Name of the Secretary to the Committee; 
and that in all Proceedings at Law and in Equity, and in Bank- 
ruptcy, or of any other Sort, whether civil or criminal, the Name 
of the Secretary may be used instead of the Names of the Members 
of the Committee ; and Proofe, in Cases of Bankruptcy, Insolvency, 
or in Winding-up Affairs, may be made by the Secretary for the 
Committee. 

XXI. And be it enacted, That in any Indictment or Information 
for any Felony or Misdemeanor wherein it shall be necessary to 
state the Ownership of any Property whatsoever, whether Real or 
Personal, and the same shall either belong to the Committee or be 
in their Custody, or in the Custody or Possession of any Officer, 
Clerk, or Servant of the Committee, or of any Person employed for 
the Purpose or in the capacity of Clerk or Servant by the Com- 
mittee, or in or on any Building or Land used for the Purposes of 
the Clearing System, or shall be used or intended to be used for the 
Purposes of the Clearing System, it shall be sufficient to state such 
Property to belong to the Secretary of the Committee. 

XXn. And be it enacted. That in any Indictment for Embezzle- 
ment, wherein it shall be necessary to state the Party charged with 
the Embezzlement to have been the Clerk or Servant of some 
Master or Masters, or to have been employed for the Purpose or in 
the Capacity of Clerk or Servant by some Master or Masters, and 
such Masters shall have been the Committee, it shall be sufficient 
in such Indictment to name the Secretary of the Committee in 
every Place in such Indictment where the Names of the Members 
of the Committee would but for this Enactment be required to be 
inserted. 
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XXIII. And be it enacted, That every Notice or Requisition on 
the Business of the Clearing System, or given pursuant to this 
Act, shall be sufficient if it be in Writing signed by the Secretary 
of the Committee, or Secretary or other Officer of the Company 
giving the same, and if it be sent by the General Post addressed 
to the Secretary of the Company for whom the same is intended, 
in case such Notice or Requisition be intended for any Company, 
or to the Secretary at the principal Office of the Clearing System, 
in case such Notice or Requisition be intended for the Committee ; 
and Proof of such Notice or Requisition being deposited in any 
public Letter Box or Receiving House for Letters, intended to be 
forwarded by the General Post,' shall be deemed Proof of the due 
Service of such Notice or Requisition ; and Notices or Requisitions 
for each Member of the Committee shall be sufficient if sent in 
manner aforesaid, addressed to him at the principal Office of the 
Company whom he represents. 

XXIV. And be it enacted, That in all Pleadings or Proceedings, 
civil or criminal, when it shall be required to mention all the Com- 
panies Parties to the Clearing System, or the Committee, it shall- 
be sufficient to mention the Companies by the Description of " The 
Companies Parties to the Clearing System mentioned in the Railway 
Clearing Act, 1850," and to describe the Committee by the 
Description of " The Clearing Committee mentioned in the Railway 
Clearing Act, 1850," without stating the Names of the individual 
Companies and Members. 

XXV. And be it enacted. That in all Cases where the Name of 
the Secretary to the Committee shall be used under the Authority 
of this Act it shall be sufficient to name and describe him, and to 
state the Authority for using his Name, as in the Form of Declara- 
tion in Schedule (A). 

XXVI. And be it enacted. That upon the death or Removal of 
any Secretary no Action or Suit or other Proceeding pending in 
his Name, as Plaintiff or Defendant or otherwise, either on behalf 
of or against the Committee, shall abate or be stayed, but as soon 
as another Secretary shall be appointed the Name of such new 
Secretary shall be therein-after used ; and in an Action at Law 
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such name shall, whether it be before or after Judgment, be intro- 
duced by Suggestion, to which no Plea or Demurrer shall be 
allowed ; and the Omission to make such Suggestion, and an 
erroneous Suggestion, shall be mere irregularities, and shall, on 
the Application of the Committee or of the Party opposed to the 
Committee, be rectified, but shall not otherwise be taken advantage 

of. 

XXVII. And be it enacted. That all the Costs, Charges, and 
Expenses of obtaining and passing this Act or incident thereto shall 
be paid by the said Committee out of the first Monies which shall 
come to their Hands after the passing of this Act. 

XXVIII. And be it enacted, That this Act may be called " The 
Railway Clearing Act, 1850," and shall be deemed to be a Public 
Act, and as such shall be judicially noticed.

Under this agreement the work was conducted for two years. 
It was soon discovered, however, that the basis of dividing the 
expenses was not an equitable one ; that some roads paid more 
than they ought to, and others not enough. As the apportion- 
ment of the expenses is a matter of importance, and one in which 
railroad managers will be especially interested, it would be well, 
perhaps, to refer more particularly to the methods adopted by this 
organization. 

As has been already stated, the basis originally agreed upon was 
the mileage of each road's cars on other roads than their own, the 
idea being that the road which kept its cars at home would require 
but little information from the Clearing-House, while the road that 
sent its cars all over New England received the greater benefit, 
and should pay the larger proportion of the expense. This looked 
very well in theory, but when put into practice it wag found to 
work very onerously with some roads, while others did not pay 
one-half what they ought to have been assessed, and a committee 
was finally appointed to devise and present for adoption some 
more equitable basis of apportionment. This committee, after 
carefully considering a number of schemes which had been pre- 
sented, finally recommended as a basis the total mileage of all cars 
moved on each road^ and at a meeting of the Association, calfed 
for the purpose, this basis was adopted. To make it a little 
more clear it should be understood that the mileage of each 
road's cars on their own line is computed as well as the mile- 
age of foreign cars. The total mileage of all cars run on 
all the roads in the Association, therefore, represents the toUxl 
expense^ and each road pays its proportion based on the mileage 
of the cars moved on its tracks. This basis has been found, 
after several years' trial, to be very fair and equitable, as it is un- 
questionabl}' the best measure of the work done for each road. 
If a road is doing a heavy business more cars are moved, — it is 
more work to keep the movements on that line; the amount of 
mileage is increased, and the expense to that road which ought to 
be increased is increased. The reverse is the case when the busi- 
ness of the road is light, and, of course, if the increase or decrease 
is uniform on all the roads, the proportion each pays would be the 
same as for the mouth previous. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
amount each road pays varies more or less every month. 
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In connection with this item of expense it may interest some 
railway officials to know that it costs the roads in the AssodatioD, 
on an average, abont 18,800 per month to operate this bnreaa; 
or, to figure it down to a nicety, the cost to these companies last 
year was sixteen one-hundredths of a mill per car mile.- 

The operations of the Clearing-Honse were placed in tiie hands 
of an Executive Committee of five members, elected by the rail- 
road companies at the annual meeting in October. The Executive 
Committee was empowered to appoint a manager, fix his salary, 
and to adopt such rules and regulations for conducting the 
affairs of the Clearing-House as it might deem expedient. 

Under this arrangement the operations have been carried on up to 
the present time. In recording the movements of cars the work has 
been conducted on the principle which would be adopted if all the 
roads in New England were consolidated under one managemient ; 
a system having been devised by which this could be done without 
the slightest confusion. By this method the handling of cars has 
been greatly facilitated. The whereabouts of a given car within 
twenty-four hours can be ascertained at the Clearing-House at 
onc(s without the vexatious delay incident to the ordinary method of 
tracing. In fact, tracing, so called, is rendered entirely unnecessary 
ns long as the car remains in New England. When any road has a 
(IciiniiiHl for a ecrlain class of cars which are off their own line the 
Oleariti^-I louse is notified, and, the location of each and every car 
\H'\ii*r known, steps arc taken at once to hasten their return. The 
niihui^t! is u)iuW, np from tlie record of movements, and, as these 
niov(!tn<!iits arc; full and complete from the first day of the month 
to the Inst, tlie mileage cannot be otherwise than full and com- 
\tUiM ; and, being made up by entirely disinterested parties, there 
cmi Ui'. no question but that every road receives a full return for 
the ime of its cars. 

I'm- some time after the office was opened the railroad companies 
jiiJiiiit.Miiicd their system of ear iiccounts, as a check on the Cleariug- 
Jloiitsi! ; hut fhially, having become satisfied that the accounts were 
tii'funiUtly rendered, and having eonfideuee that the same care and 
wiitithfuhiess in guarding against mistakes wouhi be maintained, 
they, one after another, dispensed with this work, and abolished 
tlieir car-accounting dei){irtmeut eutirek. 

Up to October 1, 1882, the Cleariug-Ilouse Iiad reported the 



mileage to the roads in the Association, and they had settled the 
accounts between themselves, as well as with the roads outside of 
New England ; but, on the date named, it was decided to place 
the business of settling the accounts in the Clearing- House also. 
A Board of Auditors was appointed to examine into and report 
upon the transactions of the Clearing-House, and since October, 
1882, accounts aggregating over $2,500,000 have been adjusted 
through this institution, without the lo^s of a penny. 

As in making these settlements the Clearing-House has had 
dealings with nearly all the roads in the country, no especial expla- 
nation of the method is necessary here, the details being generally 
understood. It was impossible to adopt a system which would 
meet with no objections from any source ; but, with few excep- 
tions, the method seems to give general satisfaction. In some 
respects it can, perhaps, be simplified ; but in these money matters 
it is best to be on the safe side, and if, in transacting this business, 
a little " red tape " is used there are few who will object to it. 
As now conducted there is a positive check on every transaction 
of the Clearing-House, and all will agree that no change should be 
made without careful deliberation. 

This is briefly the history of the Clearing-House up to the pres- 
ent time. There has been a steady increase in the growth of the 
institution, both in strength and usefulness, since its organization 
six years ago, and all the railroads in the country interchanging 
cars with the New England roads have shared in its benefits. 
This is freely conceded by all railroad managers who have any 
knowledge of the working of the Clearing- House. There are 
many, however, who have had no opportunity to look into the 
system, and, therefore, know little about it. To them, more espe- 
cially, this paper is addressed, and we would be glad to have theui 
give the work, as now conducted here, the closest investigation. 



The advocates of this system claim for it these distinctive feat- 
ures : — 

1, It is the only nysiem by which railroad companies can he certain 
of receioing full returns for the use of their cars. 

2. It is the only system by which the misuse ancl detention of 
cars can be effectually and permanently broken vp. 



Let nti Buppose this system generally adopted, with Clearing- 
Houses established at oonvenient central points throoghoot the 
country, each having its special Jurisdiction and all working in 
harmony. With the accounts made up fh>m conductors' reports 
furnished by the roads there could be no question as to the mileage, 
and if, by general agreement, certain penalties were exacted 
when a foreign car is used in local service, with a per diem charge 
if detained standing at a station beyond a specified time, would it 
not dispose of the vexatious problem, ** How shall the misuse and 
detention of cars be prevented ? " Of course circumstances would 
alter cases here as elsewhere. There are often good reasons for 
detaining a car, and in such instances no penalty should be exacted ; 
but these matters would soon regulate themselves, and, with the 
power to decide each case in the hands of disinterested parties, 
there should be no trouble whatever in settling them upon their 
merits. 

Who can doubt that with a system of Clearing-Houses embracing 
the entire country, all working under the same general rules, the 
misuse and detention of cars would be a thing of the past ? The 
roads with inadequate equipment would be compelled to build 
more cars ; for, with the penalties exacted, it would be a losing 
business for them to use the cars of another road. But how does 
it work now? The A. & B. is a road with a^ large freight equip- 
ment, enough to meet every emergency provided their cars are 
returned with ordinary promptness ; but they are continually 
cramped for cars simply because other roads which never owned 
half cars enough are using A. & B. cars to carry on their local 
traffic. The injustice of this is indisputable ; but where is the 
remedy? The A. & B. R.R. adds more cars to its equipment ; but 
in a few months there is the same complaint, *' Short of cars." 
Increasing its equipment, therefore, does not remedy the evil, but 
seems to be only an incentive to the other roads not to increase tkeirs. 
Where, then, is there any remedy ? It is a knotty question, which 
railroad managers have been trying for years to solve. Is not 
the solution to be found in the adoption of some such plan as the 
one here proposed? It ought to require no argument to convince 
any man, who, by years of practical experience, has attained a 
prominent position in the railway service, that the true principle 
on which this work should be conducted is cooperation. Let the 



railroad companies unite in organizing a system of Clearing-Houses 
'located at such points as will best serve their interests. Let them 
agree in establishing certain rules by which all shall be governed 
alike, and their difficulties will be at an end. Is there any other 
means by which this can be accomplished ? If there is, he who 
can demonstrate it will render a service to the railway companies 
of this country which they will not be slow in recognizing.
